aging cettlers to come to Nevada, has 
been received, 

I shall be glad to meet the Board of 
Trade at any time which will suit their 
convenience after my return to Ne- 
vada, which will be as soon as Con- 
gress adjourns. I appreciate the im. 
portance of acting upen some concerted 

plan to aid in the reclamation of the 

|r lands of our State and in the 
encouragement of settlers. I inter- 
ested mysely in procuring appropria- 
| tions fur the location of reservoirs for 
the parpose of having them reserved, 
aud the survey of high lines of ditches 
for the purpose of segregating the 
irrigable lands from other lands, but 
the execution of the law unfortu- 
nately fell into the hands of Major 
Powell, who had other and ulterior 
objects in view. He expended the 
money appropriated without accom- 
plishing the object porn gee or any 
part of it. The law will be repealed 
so far as the reservation of lands is 
concerned, and no more money will be 
appropriated to be squandered by the 
Director of the Geological Survey. 

I fear that it will be in:possible to 
induce the General Government to do 
anything that will be benefivial to ir- 
rigation. I have therefure come tothe 
conclusion that the best thing for Ne- 
vada is to secure from the Government, 
if possible, a donation of all the lands 
within the State, to be used to aid in 
the reclamation of desert lands. I be- 
lieve that if the State owned all the 
lands that our people would be able to 
use them in such a manner as to aid 
materially in the construction of irriga- 
tion works and make room for settle- 
ment. I shall do all in my power to 
secure the dunation of the lands. I 
have alrerdy introduced a bill in the 
Senate for that purpose. It is not 
probable that it can be passed at this 
session of Congress. It is too late for 
such action, but if the people of our 
State think well of the movement, 
your Koard of Trade can aid greatly in 
the passage of the bill. I trust the 
Board of ‘irade will cousider.this mat- 
ter and also the provisions of a bill 
that ought to be passed donating the 
lauds to the State.
